Henry T. Gage Elected Chairman by 
Acclamation—The Platform. 


The Secret Ballot Adopted After a 
Very Lively Contest. 


Judges McKinley, Shaw and Clark

_ selves, After a Long Night 

Session—The Outlook. 

The Republican County Convention 
met yesterday morning at Turnverein 
Hall, and after a session of over ten 
hours succeeded in perfecting an or- 
ganization, adopting a platform, se- 
lecting a county central committee, 
naming a chairman of said committee, 
and three candidates for Superior 
Judge, in the persons of Messrs. Shaw, 
Ojark and McKinley. 

On the whole, everything considered, 
this was a very good day’s work, even 
if it did cover all of October 1st, and a 
portion of October 2d. 

On every test vote the country yoted 
nearly as a unit against the city. Bat 
when it came to the nomination of 
judges it is hard to tell how they 
did vote. One thing is certain. They 
did not support the country candidate 
for the judicial ermine very solidly, as 
he received only 119 votes and some of 
them came from the city. 

The rule adopted by the convention 
at the suggestion of J. L. Murphey, of 
taking a secret ballot and having each 
delogate place his own ballot in a hat 
and then to have them all counted, if 
followed throughout the convention, 
will make the time of adjournment 
sine die a matter of uncertainty. The 
rule was adopted by the vote of country 
delegates, but it will probably be re- 
scinded today. The old custom of 
having the chairman of each delega- 
tion announce the vote of the dele- 


gation will then be resorted to. Last 
evening it took four hours and six 
minutes to nominate eight candidates 
for Superior Judge and to seiect three.

Sure Thing Game. 


The rise of silver has putinto the 
pockets of senators and representa- 
tives of this Congress $1,000,000. One 
of the most active workers for silver 
legislation makes this statement, and 
he gives names and figures. The 
largest amount of individual profit is 
$275,000. That goesto the credit of a 
Western senator. The smallest amount 
is $2000, which will help out the cam- 
paign expenses of a Western represen- 
tative who finds it hard work to make 
both ends meet on his salary, writes a 
correspondent from Washington to the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Twelve 
senators and fifteen representatives 
participate in this handsome clean-up 
of a sure-thing speculation. 

“T tell you it is pie,“ said the 
worker, who is himself ahead enough 
to make him feel comfortable about the 
immediate future. We were figuring 
up in New York the other day the ex- 
tent of the deal and the profits on it. 
We found that before the Silver Bill be- 
came law the amount of silver,taken in 
by the various pools for the expected 
rise was 40,000,000 ounces. That is 
our entire product for eight months, 
you know. Just think of it!” 

„What have the profits been?“ 

The pool I am in bought some at a 
little less than 95. The average for 
the whole was about 97. August Bel- 
mont and his friends got in at from 95 
to 98. Silver has been as high as 120. 
It is now 117. I think 20 cents an ounce 
is a fair estimate of the profits of the 
pools atthistime. Twenty cents an 
ounce on 40,000,000 ounces is $8,000,000. 


Well, that represents the profits 
made by the New York 
and Washington pools on the 


advance of silver.

“There was a lobby fund, but not a

Some 
of them were shown how they could 
make a little money by speculating on 
the rise of silver, which was sure to 
follow the passage of- a favorable bill. 
They were through friends 
who were in the pools. These offered 
to let them into a good thing. Several 
senators and representatives put in 
their money and took a few thousand 
ounces apiece. There were others who 
hadn’t the money to speculate with.

Facts that-Controvert Misrepresen- 
tation—Attitude of ‘‘The 
TO THE PUBLIC. 
First. The strike was not on account 
of wages, hours of labor, lack of 
prompt payment, or any personal griev- 
ance. 
Second. The proprietors of the four 
dailv papers had had under consider- 
ation the question of retrenchment in 
their several establishments, and 
agreed unanimously in laying before 
the Typographical Union, for consider- 
ation, the question of a slight reduc- 
tion in rates of composition—not, how- 
ever, presenting any ultimatum. The 
union arbitrarily refused any conces- 
sion, aud on the 4th of August made a 
stand-and-deliver demand upon the 
proprietors to sign, within twenty- 
four hours, a contract maintaining 
existing rates for the period of one 
year. The proprietors, believing that 
to comply would be unmanly and de- 
grading, refused to sign. The strike 
followed within twenty-four hours, be- 
ing formally put into force at 5.o’clock 
ou the afternoon of August 5th, though 
the men employed on THE Tres had 
actually stopped work several hours 
before. The proprietors rallied and 
got out their papers without missing 
though much crippled for the 
bird. union strikers having

I took occasion 
to investigate the subject once, with a 
view of growing it myself, and I found 
that although it was imported from 
Oregon aud sold here, at retail, for 20 
cents per pound, still I was offered it 
in any quantity at wholesale for 6 cents 
per pound; the other 14 cents went into 
the greedy maw of the retailer. 

Now it is such outrageous profits as 
these that the farmers of this county 
are at last organizing to prevent. And 
surely the corisumers ought to be able 
to see that such organization will be of 
great benefit to them as well as to the 
farmers, for if that horseradish were 
raised here and sold to the consumer 
at one-half the present retail price, 
the raiser would receive double what 
the Oregon raiser does, and the con- 
sumer would procure the product for 
one-half what he is now compelled to 
pay. 

Moreover, if dealers and consumers 
would take pains to purchase home 
products, they would stup the stream 
of money now going out for articles 
which should be produced here, and 
save money for themselves, besides en- 
couraging the farmer to raise what is 
needed for the home market, thereby 
increasing his income so that he would 
have more money to spend with the 
tradespeople of the community.

Are drugs merchandise? We claim they | $2 
are. Druggists say they are not. Yet we 
deem it prudent to handle this class of 
goods as merchandise, placing it amongst 
our possessions and adding thereto a legiti- 
mate profit for our investment. We are 
and have always been, of the opinion that 
all our handiings, be it Drugs, Calico or 
Millinery, need not bear any greater rate of 
profit, one than another. 
It le a well-known fact that Drugs have 
always been one of the lines whefein ex- 
orbitant charges are the rule. The saying 
whenever too much is paid for an article 
“that it must have been purchased at a 
drugstore” is a too-well known one. 

Drugs are to us only merchandise and we 
treat them as such and they pay no more 
profit to us than do any other of our 
possessions, Why need they, we ask? For 
at the end of a day’s trade it matters not if 
our sales were Drugs, Snoes, or any other 
merchandise.
